BTROGRAD, Oct. 21.—The 
Russian peace programme, 
drawn up by the Central 
Executive Committee of the 
Council of Workmen's and Sol- 
diert“ Delegates in the form of 
instructions to M. Skobtleff, ex- 
Minister of Labor, its delegate 
to the Paris conference, consists 
of twelve articles covering the 
whole ground from Panama to 
Persia.

Zeppelin Pilots Confused by 
Heavy Mist. 


Four Dirigibles are ‘Bronghs 
Down in France. 


Crews Attempt to Destroy

PARIS, Oct. 21.—Although at 
first it was believed that the visit of 
the Zeppelm fleet to France yester- 
day was an independent raid and 
the first step toward carrying out 
the threat made in a German wire- 
less message, which said it had 
been decided to destroy Paris in re 
prisal for French air raids on Ger- 
man towns, it now is generally be- 
lieved that these eight Zeppelins, 
four of which were destroyed or 
captured, were returning from Eng- 
land and had lost their bearings in 
the fog and probably had lost touch 


The log book of the Zeppelin 
which landed intact shows that she 
had been to England and prisoners 
from three other airships confirm 
this. One of the men captured said 
it was the lack of gasoline that 
forced his Zeppelin to descend. The 
raid is widely proclaimed by French 
observers as being definite proof of 
the superiority of the airplane over 
the Zeppelin. The day of the Zep- 
pelin for bombardment, one expert 
says, is over. The sudden resump- 
tion of the use of the German 
dirigibles is explained by the theorv 
that the raiding Zeppelins belonged 
to a new type which lately had been 
reported to be in the course of con- 
struction at Lake Constance. No 
reports have yet been received that 
any damage was done by the Zep- 
pelins or that bombs were dropped 
anywhere in France. 

Of the four Zeppelins lost, two 
were destroyed and two were foreed 
The two disabled air- 
ships, under attack by aviatérs and 
anti-air defense posts, descended in 
the Saone Valley and were forced 
to land in the neighborhood of Sis 
teron, in Basses-Alps. The crews 
after setting fire to the airships. at. 
tempted to flee. but were taken pris 
oner. 

The first Zeppelin brought down 
fell at St. Clement. The Zeppelin 
was first seen at 6:20 am. traveline 
with two other airships. An anti-air 
craft post fired a vollev and the 
Zeppelin arose with a bound. A 
second vollev plerced the envelope 
and the airship, barsting into fames 
took a vertical position and crashed 
Gown at 6:43 a.m.

AUTO ACCIDENT 
DEATHS APPALL 


Figures of Police Department 
: Show Many Fatalities. 

Preacher Blames Three Causes 
For the Mishaps. 


‘Urges Heavier Sentences for 
Violators of Law. 


Nearly 200 people are killed by 
automobiles in Los Angeles every 
year. More than 3000 people are in- 
jured in Los Angeles automobile ac- 
cidents every twelve months- : 
nes appaliing figures, which tell 
the story .of reckless driving, which 
is punished in hundreds of cases 
dy suspended sentences in our po- 
lice courts, were presented las: 
night by Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher 
in a forceful sermon at Temple Au- 


ditorium. 

“The carelessness of automobile 
dpivers is only one illustration of 
the thoughtless manner in which 
people treat human life.” said Dr. 
}Brougher. “The traffic division of 
the police department keeps  ac- 
count of all automobile accidents 
happening in the city. Every one 
involved in an accident is required 
by law to make a report. 

“But a great many minor accli- 
dents are not reported. Frequently 
serious accidents ere not reported 
if the party to blame thinks he can 
get away without detection. I offer 
the exact figures from that depart- 
ment for the last four months. 

“There have been on an average 
$00 accidents every month for the 
last four months, In connection with 
these accidents there have been 
about 300 people injured. Out of | 
this 300 injured an average of ten 
to fifteen have been killed outright. 

“Over 10,000 automobile ‘accidents 
in Los Angeles every year. More 
than 8000 people tnjured. Two hun- 
dfed of them killed—due to careless 
and reckless automobile driving. An 
examination into the cause for these 
accidents will disclose the fact that 
most of the serious accidents in 
which lives are destroyed are due 
to two or three causes— booze. reck- 
less driving and violating the traffic 
ordinance in congested districts. 

“If the police judges can get over 
this habit of suspending sentences 
wherever laue are broken that 
jeopardize life, it will not take us 
long to teach the Los Angeles pub- 
lie to respect the rights of others 
and to drive with due consideration 
to the value of human life. 

“Perhaps this war will help us to 
put a new value upon human life. 
Nearly every nation on earth is in- 
volved in this awful struggle. It 
may help us to understand the value 
of human life No nation has put an 
estimate upon human life that Jesus 
Christ put there. We have all been 
careless and thoughtless. It i= diffi- 
cult to get people in the ordirary 
walks of life to be considerate of the 
welfare of others

CANYON FIRE E MENACES 
HOMES WORTH MILLION. 


ORE than $1,000,000 worth of 
M homes were menaced, two 

lives were almost racrificed, 
and 300 volunteer fire fighters were 
pressed into service for eight hours 
yesterday when flames swept over the 
Santa Monica Mountains from Ha- 
cienda Park, near Sunset boulevard, 
for a distance of six miles to a point 
near the Los Angeles River. 
The flames got beyond the control 
of the score of volunteer fighters at 
noon, and a general 8.0.8. was sent 
broadcast throughout Hollywood. 
The Los Angeles fire department 
sent apparatus to assist the Hol- 
lywood department, and organized 
work of fighting the spreading 
flames began about 1 o’clock, under 
the direction of Battalion Chief 
Samuel H. Dodd, of Hollywood. The 
fire was under control at 5 o’lcock 
last night. 
A camper who attempted to kill a 
snake by shooting at it started th- 
blaze at 9 o’clock in the morning. 
The firey from the gun barrel start- 
ed some dry brush to burn, and the 
flames, fanned by a strong breeze, 
sent a wall of fire fifty feet high 
Canyon, 
Laurel Canyon, „Hollywood Glen, 
South Canyon, and before noon it 
had mounted to the top of the 
mountain, threatening Lookout Inn 
and observatory.

Inquiry among the oil companies 
brings out the fact that few, if any, 
expect to be represented. and that 
they will continue to conduct their 
business im the future as they have 
in the past. | 

The list of demands which Yar- 
row has informed the companies he 
will submit for their acceptance are 
seven in. number. He wants eight 
hours’ work for all hands at the 
same rate of pay as now given for 
twelve and nine hours, and in some 
cases even more money, it is stated. 
The minimum wage, he says, must 
be $4 a day for all classes of work. 
While demanding that the companies 
raise wages and expenses 50 to 100 
per cent., Yarrow says there must 
be no increase in the price of board. 
rent, lights or fuel, the higher prices 
which the companies may pay for 
these commodities notwithstanding. 
Double time ts demanded for all 
work in excess of eight hours. 

Another demand is that the 
eight-hour day shail begin when the 
men arrive at the toolhouse before 
going to the stations, and end on 
their return to that point, a condi- 
tion in many cases materially de- 
creasing the actual hours of labor. 
While required to raise minimum 
wages to the level demand by 
Yarrow, the companies must not re- 
duce any wages wWhicn now exceed 
the minimum prescribed. Finally. it 
is demanded that the companies 
shall continue to employ agitators 
and their followers who may be plot- 
ting their pusiness ruin and must 
not discriminate in favor of loyal 
and independent men. 


WOULD CLASSIFY. 


For a rumber of weeks confer- 
ences have been In progress between 
representatives of many of the 
leading operating companies for the 
purpose of agreeing upon a uniform 
classification of all oil fleld labor 
and a uniform scale of pay based 
on hours of work. 
have completed tneir work it ts ex- 
pected. chat most of the s:naller 
companies will follow their example 


and adopt the same classification | 


and wage scale, 

In the past there has been the 
widest difference between the classt- 
fication of men in various lines of 
work as well as in pay by various 
companies. The big companies have 
agreed to do away with this confu- 
sion.

Cable crews, four men, two on 


each twelve-hour

Rotary crews, ten men, five in 
each tour—One driller, 66 2-3 cents 
per hour: one derrickman, 45 5-6 
cents: three rotary helpers, 37% 
cents each.

Gang pushers, the 
title adopted for petty bosses pre- 
viousiy known as foremen. chief 
roustabouts, gang chiefs and by va- 
rious other titles, will receive the 
pay of either roustabouts or ordin- 
arv—taborers, according to the class!i- 
fication of the men under their or- 
ders, with 60 cents per day addi- 
tional. 

In the south and coast fields pay 
will be as follows: 

Cable Crews — Drillers, 58 1-3 
cents: tool dressers, 37%. 

‘ Rotary crews-——Drillers, 681-3 
cents; derrickmen, %37%; rotary 
helpers, %3 1-3. 

Producing division — Pumpers, 
291-6 cents; rig builders, 66 2-3;

If any man has ever been able to 
give an answer out of his own wis- 
dom and experience, that man was 
Solomon. 

He was one who was born with a 
silver spoon in his mouth. Solomon 
was a favored son of one of the 
greatest men in the Bible--of David. 
"sho was aman after God's own 
heart—which means that he was & 
man who just suited God. 

Solomon was made king of the 
greatest kingdom in the «orld when 
he was still a young man, but he 
had his father to help him and ad- 
vise him. He had knowledge and 
wisdom such as no ruler ever had 
before or has ever had since. He 
had an invincible army that had 
only to command and it would obey. 
He had only to express a wish and 
it was gratified. He had weglith. such 
as man had never known before. 

When the Queen of Sheba cams to 
Jerusalem to him she looked upon 
the beauty of his wonderful palace, 
the magnificence of his army. the 
numbers of men who served him, 
the wealth of old and precious 
things that surrounded him and she 
went back home and said: “The

He had 40,000 horses and 20,000 
horsemen. His daily provisions for 
the palace alone were 115 bushels 
of fine flour, 656 bushels of meal, 
20 oxen, 100 sheep and hart, roe- 
buck, fallow deer and fatted fow!. 

He was not only born with a sil- 
ver spoon in his mouth, but it had 
a diamond sunburst handle to it. 

Now lifsten. Here was a fellow 
who had it all. Just listen an 
vou'll hear what he had to say be- 
fore he got through. 

Solomon was a close observer, 
just as his father, David. was. He 
said: I have seen all things under 
the sun.” Listen, and you'll hear a 
story tonight that will dazzle you. 

At some time tn our lives we have 
envied, men of great fortune or of 
irh scholarsh'n, and we have 
thought that if we only could have 
or know as much as they do, we 
would have a foretaste of heaven. 

Solomon had the greatest fortune 
in the world and he was the wisest 
among men. He not only exhausted 
the well of krowledge but he pulled 
ont the purnp., He was always want- 
ne to learn something. He was so 
anxious to know more that he gave 
hfs teachers nervous prostration 

After Pe had found out just what 
wealth can do, he said: “Let’s see 
what plepsure can do,” and the way 
he went to it would make a haseba!’

Iie had 700 wives and 300 con- 
cubines. He had Brigham Young, 
the Mormon, backed off the boards 
by 356.

The roof of that wonderful 
building was of olivewood covered 
with the purest of goli, and it das- 
tled the eyes of everybody who 
woked upon it. The buliding and 
its courts would accommodate 300,- 
#00 people, or twenty times as 
many as this tabernacle will hold. 

The pillars were of the purest 
marble that could be had. The 
gold on the inside of the building 
was worth a billion dollars, and th 
silver was valued at that. The 20 
tablets bore $240,300,000 worth of

structed this great building, he 
turned his talents to the making of 
Jerusalem into a beautiful city.

FIND NEW OFL SOURCE 
IN HILILS OF COLORADO. 


RAVELING west on the 
Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad,” says the Rail

The re- 
sult of this examination was suf- 
ficient to warrant further investiga- 
tion, and this was continued during 
the summers of 1914 and 1916 by 
Dean E. Winchester of the United 
States Geological Survey, who de- 
vised a more efficient and portable 
tpparatus for determining not only 
the quantity of crude oll in the shale, 
but also the amount of gas and of 
ammonium sulphate (fertilizer) that 
might be obtained as a by-product. 
The investigation of Mr. Win- 
chester is summed up as follows in 
bulletin 641-F of the United 
Geological Survey, page 141:

According to a representa- 
tive of a leading producer, 
copper companies have been 
unofficially informed that the 
estimated requirements for 
war purposes extending 
through the rest of the year 
will be in the neighborhood 
of 120,000,000 pounds a month, 
or 360,000,000 pounds for the 
three months period, says the 
Wall-street Journal.
